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!* Between 21 and 31 March 1951* Altenburg airfield was still occupied 
by 3 unit of a tout 30 twin-engine transports composed of three 
squadrons with different squadron markings . (1) There was intensive 
day flying on 21 > 2U* and 26 larch* The following flying activity v.as 
observed on 2li 1-arch when there were strong winds and a 10/10 cloud base

On 19 Llarch, the same informant observed that the troops stationed at the 
field wore engaged in infantry field training near Buscha (H 51/K 37)*
